He Fails to Stand Training. 



New York. July 6.— If .S. C. Hildreth fails to get 
tlu* $:iO.<KW> I’liele to stand training this season, that 
hor.se probably will go into p«*rmaiieut retiri*meut 
at Uatesby WiMHlford’s Racelaiid Stud. Uncle, now 
four years ohl, has not raced since he was a two- 
year-old. But when in wiiuiitig form he was a 
clinker. He straightened Uolin In the Saratoga 
Special of I'.MtT. l'm*lc siicnt the winter of 1907-S 
in (California, and when Hildreth brought him east 
ill the spring of IJKKS he eoufid<*ntly exiiected to beat 
('olin with liim. But I'licle went wrong while train- 
ing for the Withers of 19US and diil not get a ehauee 
at the distinguished son of Uommando and Pastor- 
ella. 

Uuele’s trouble is with his feet and ankles. The 
eolt has inereased enormously in w«*lght in the 
ceurse of his long term of iilleness. and a horse of 
Ills size and speed tM*ars heavily upon weak ankles. 
Hildreth, who has trained many great race horses, 
sa.vs that Uncle is th«* fastest one that ever bore 
his eolois. Uatesby Wooilford raised the horse and 
wants him to take the jilace of Sir Dixon, which 
died last winter after a brilliant career both as a 
raivr and as a sire. 

Uncle is closelv akin to Sir Dixon on the side of 
his dam. Tiit* Niece. The latter was a daughter of 
Jaeonet. a daughter of L<*amington and Maggie B. 
B.. a sister to Iroiiuuis. and the dam of both Sir 
Di.\ou and Bt*lvidciv. He is hy Star Shoot.
